Herewith  I submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1934. 

AREA 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  4,468  acres  (exclusive  of  tidal 
waters) . 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  enlarged  Borough  as  given 
by  the  Registrar  General  to  the  middle  of  the  year  is  123,000, 
this  being  the  figure  used  for  calculating  the  various  statistical 
rates. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  staple  industries  are  mechanical  engineering,  glass  works, 
roperies,  saw  mills,  plate  rolling  mills,  gas-works,  paper  mills, 
nail  works  and  collieries. 

While  the  above  are  the  active  industries  in  the  Borough 
many  of  its  inhabitants  are  employed  in  shipyards  and  factories 
of  adjoining  towns  on  Tyneside. 

Others  find  employment  at  collieries  just  outside  the  Borough 
and  a further  number  of  its  inhabitants  have  commercial, 
scholastic  and  clerical  avocations  in  the  City  of  Newcastle. 

In  the  majority  of  these  industries  the  workers  work  under 
reasonably  healthy  conditions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Morley, 
Manager,  Employment  Exchange,  showed  that  there  was  a slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  unemployed  persons  in  1934  as  against

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BIRTHS. 

There  were  2,26-1  live  births  registered  during  1934.  This 
hgure  excludes  28  babies  born  in  the  Borough  whose  parents 
belong  to  other  districts,  but  includes  327  babies  born  to  Gateshead 
parents  in  other  areas. 

Of  the  total  live  births,  1,153  were  males  and  1,111  females, 
and  represents  a birth  rate  of  18-4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
showing  an  increase  of  -4  per  1,000  on  1933.  Of  the  total  number, 
71  (41  males  and  30  females)  or  3-1  per  cent,  were  illegitimate. 

The  average  birth  rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was  21-5. 

The  highest  rates  occurred  in  the  North  East  Ward  24-2  and 
North  West  Ward  21-6,  whilst  the  lowest  occurred  in  the  South 
Central  Ward  7-1  and  the  Central  and  South  Wards  12-2.

DEATHS. 

There  were  1,645  deaths  (846  males  and  799  females)  against 
1,645  last  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  13-3  per  1,000,  against 
13-2  in  1933.  Included  in  the  number  are  245  deaths  which 
occurred  amongst  Gateshead  residents  outside  the  Borough,  and 
74  deaths  of  persons  who  died  in  the  Borough  belonging  to  other 
districts  are  excluded. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was  13-5. 

The  highest  death  rates  are  recorded  in  the  North-East 
Ward  17-5  and  North  Ward  14-9  whilst  the  lowest  are  recorded 
in  the  West  Ward  10*8  and  the  South  Ward  11*2. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  births  is  72-7  against  73-5  in  1933.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  197  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  of  87*0  per  1,000  live  births,  and  showing  an 
increase  of  12  per  1,000  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Under  1 month  there  were  103  deaths  as  against  68  last 
year.  Of  these  73  or  70-8  per  cent,  were  due  to  Premature  Birth, 
Injury  at  Birth  and  Congenital  Conditions. 

It  is  disappointing  to  have  to  record  an  increase  in  the 
Infant  Mortality  rate  ; but  a study  of  the  figures  shows  that 
the  increase  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the  deaths  under  one  month. 

The  Mortality  among  infants  over  one  month  has  continued 
to  decrease  ; this  year  the  infant  mortality  rate  among  children 
over  one  month  is  41  per  1,000,  as  against  45  per  1,000  in  1933, 
58  per  1,000  in  1932,  and  68  per  1,000  in  1931. 

Thus  the  fall  in  the  neo-natal  death  rate  has  not  kept  pace 
with  deaths  of  infants  over  one  month. 


Prematurity  played  a large  part  in  the  production  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  month,  out  of  103  deaths,  41  were  due  to 
prematurity,  while  of  these,  28  died  during  the  first  week  of 
life.  It  would  appear  that  the  only  way  to  reduce  the  deaths  among 
these  infants  under  one  month  is  in  the  education  and  care  of 
the  mother  during  pregnancy  and  parturition.  Included  in 
these  are  the  prevention  of  interference  with  the  normal  course 
of  pregnancy  and  adequate  nutrition  of  the  expectant  mother.

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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


Home  Nursing  in  the  Borough  is,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  private  Nurses,  carried  out  by  the  Gateshead  Nursing 
Association. 

This  voluntary  Association  came  into  operation  in  1893,  and 
the  staff  at  present  consists  of  a Superintendent  and  11  nurses, 
all  of  whom  are  State  Registered. 

During  1934  the  total  cases  nursed  was  1,391,  entailing 
31,560  visits.  In  addition  a daily  session  is  given  at  the  Gateshead 
Dispensary  by  the  staff  of  this  Association  where  7,288  services 
were  rendered.  The  total  number  of  visits  and  services  for  the 
year  were  38,848  against  36,657  during  1933. 

Patients  are  nursed  only  when  a Medical  Practitioner  is  in 
attendance. 

The  Association  has  introduced  a Home  Nursing  Provident 
Contributory  vScheme  for  : — 

(a)  Residents  in  the  Borough  unable  to  afford  or  accommodate 
Private  Nursing  care,  embracing  all  general  nursing  for  both 
sexes  and  all  ages.  The  Association  undertakes  to  provide  a 
visiting  nurse  for  the  subscriber  or  his  non-wage  earning  dependents 
and  carry  out  skilled  nursing  under  medical  direction.

After  nearly  a year’s  working  of  the  Service  there  is  no  doubt 
of  its  success,  the  membership  now  being  about  9,500. 

Midwifery  and  certain  Infectious  Diseases  are  not  undertaken. 

Non-subscribers  are  charged  1/6  and  upwards  per  visit. 

The  Corporation  through  its  Public  Assistance  Committee 
paid  a donation  of  £1 00  for  the  current  year. 

The  Corporation  has  an  arrangement  whereby  the  Associa- 
tion nurses  attend  on  request  cases  of  Pneumonia,  Measles, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  on  a payment  per  visit  basis.

21  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  ; only  20  did  actual  midwifery.

Every  infant  receiving  dried  milk  is  required  to  be  brought 
to  the  Welfare  Clinic  at  regular  intervals  so  that  progress  may 
be  noted. 

As  heretofore  the  services  of  the  voluntary  workers  at 
Bensham  Settlement,  Sheriff  Hill  and  Sunderland  Road  have 
been  much  appreciated.  They  have  rendered  great  assistance 
to  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  Sub-Committee  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  continues  to  meet  regularly  to  investigate  the  applica- 
tions for  assisted  milk  supply,  and  always  gives  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 

During  the  year  67,143  packets  of  dried  milk  were  distributed, 
6,387  being  at  cost  price  and  60,756  at  prices  below  cost,  according 
to  scale  of  family  income.

In  order  to  assist  in  the  reduction  of  Maternal  Mortality 
arrangements  are  in  operation  for  the  calling  in  by  the  Medical 
attendant  of  a consultant  in  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  Puerperal 
Pyrexia.

A careful  survey  of  the  causes  of  death,  points  only  too 
conclusively  that  many  are  preventable,  provided  we  can  get 
the  mothers  to  believe  that  their  salvation  lies  largely,  nay, 
almost  wholly  in  the  exercise  of  the  care,  attention,  knowledge, 
skill,  and  equipment  which  are  available  to  them,  during  their 
pregnancy,  if  only  they  will  accept  these  facilities,  either  through 
their  own  medical  attendant,  their  midwife,  our  MaternityMedical 
Officer,  our  Health  Visitors,  or  where  they  will — so  long  as  they 
realise  that  at  least  two  lives  may  be  at  stake.

Ante-Natal  Clinic 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  been  held  on  Friday  afternoons 
at  Greenesfield  House.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  INSURANCE. 

The  administration  of  this  service  is  quite  distinct  from  that 
of  the  Corporation,  albeit  several  members  of  the  Council  are 
members  of  the  Committee. 

From  the  report  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  A.  Morris,  Secretary, 
National  Health  Insurance  Committee  it  is  seen  that  the  number 
of  insured  persons  on  the  register  in  1934  shows  a decrease  over 
that  of  1933  of  2,948. 

“ The  reduction  of  approximately  3,000  in  1934  was  mainly 
due  to  the  operation  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  1932, 
under  which  a very  large  number  of  persons  in  this  area,  who  had 
been  unemployed  for  prolonged  periods,  ceased  to  be  entitled 
to  medical  benefit. 

The  insured  population  in  Gateshead  is  now  comparable 
only  with  what  it  was  in  1917,  in  the  middle  of  the  War. 

The  number  of  insured  persons  on  doctors’  lists  at  1st  October, 
1934,  was  43,730.

The  drop  of  2,700  during  the  last  year  is  attributable  to  the 
cause  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

A bacteriological  laboratory  is  provided  in  the  Health 
Department,  Greenesfield  House,  and  is  equipped  for  the  examina- 
tion of  sputum,  swabs,  discharges,  etc. 

The  chemical  examinations  of  food,  water  and  drugs  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  his  laboratory  in  Newcastle. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  food,  water  and  milk,  faeces 
and  blood  (Widal,  Wasserman,  Puerperal  conditions)  and  Cerebro- 
spinal Fluid  are  conducted  at  the  ‘ ‘ College  of  Medicine/’  Newcastle. 

HOSPITALS. 

Being  in  close  proximity  to  the  City  of  Newcastle,  so  close 
indeed  that  for  administrative  purposes  we  might  be  considered 
as  one  community,  our  population  makes  considerable  use  of 
various  institutions  in  the  City,  to  which  of  course  donations 
through  workmen’s  organisations  and  other  sources  are  regularly 
transmitted. 

Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Queen  Victoria  Road,  Newcastle, 
is  the  principal  hospital  in  the  counties  of  Northumberland  and 
Durham  and  administers  to  a great  mass  of  their  population. 

Advice  and  treatment  are  available  in  practically  every 
branch  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Science  with  its  many  specialised 
departments,  viz.  : — Surgery  in  all  its  phases,  General  Medicine, 
Children’s  Diseases,  Ear,  Eye,  Throat  and  Nose,  Skin,  Venereal, 

etc. 
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Other  hospitals  in  Newcastle  are  used  by  our  population  as

The  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital  is  very  largely  used 
by  our  population  for  whom  we  have  5 beds  reserved  and  for  which 
we  pay  £500  per  annum. 

Arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  reception  of  septic  cases 
for  which  we  pay  a weekly  fee  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  total  number  of  beds  in  the  institution  is  73. 

During  1934,  351  cases  were  admitted  from  Gateshead  with 
an  average  stay  of  10  days. 

There  is  associated  with  this  Hospital  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
available  to  all  women  using  the  hospital  and  416  Gateshead 
women  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  and  made  1,116 
attendances. 

In  Gateshead. 

Children’s  Hospital,  Durham  Road.  An  Institution  with  47 
beds,  and  an  out-patient  department.  It  is  an  approved  institu- 
tion for  the  treatment  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

It  administers  not  only  to  Gateshead  residents,  but  also  to 
outlying  districts.  The  proportion  of  Gateshead  patients  is  84%.

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The  hospital  is  well  equipped  and  up-to-date  for  the  work  it 
undertakes.  It  has  an  efficient  honorary  staff,  a competent 
Matron  and  nursing  staff,  X-ray  and  Sun-ray  equipment,  and 
the  whole  is  well  conducted  and  administered. 

It  is  indeed  a great  boon  to  the  Borough.  Here  it  may  be 
incidentally  mentioned  that  an  arrangement  exists  between  the 
Corporation  through  its  Education  Committee  and  the  Hospital 
Committee  for  the  performance  of  Adenoid  and  Tonsils  operations 
amongst  school  children  and  for  this  the  sum  of  £250  per  annum 
is  paid. 

Gateshead  Dispensary,  West  Street.  This  voluntary 
institution  was  established  in  1832. 

It  has  an  Honorary  Consulting  Physician,  Surgeon  and 
Radiologist,  a Resident  Medical  Officer,  an  Assistant  Resident 
Medical  Officer  and  2 Assistant  Medical  Officers. 

The  institution  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  needy  poor,  and  is 
a valuable  asset  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick  of  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  23,377  patients  were  treated,  23,019  being

High  Teams  Hospital  was,  under  the  Bocal  Government  Act, 
1929,  transferred  to  the  Borough  Council  from  the  Guardians 
of  the  Gateshead  Union  on  1st  April,  1930,  and  is  now  administered 
by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  It  originally  received 
inmates  from  the  whole  of  Gateshead  Union  which  comprised 
Gateshead,  Blaydon,  Ryton,  Whickham  and  Heworth,  and  by 
an  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  25tli  March,  1930, 
provision  for  the  reception  of  poor  persons  from  these  districts 
equivalent  to  the  number  which  obtained  at  the  time  of  the  turn 
over  will  be  continued  pending  other  arrangements  by  the  Durham 
County  Council  and  the  Gateshead  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

It  is  situate  near  the  western  boundary  of  the  Borough,  and 
within  fairly  easy  access  of  trams,  buses  and  trains.

This  is  confined  to 
Tuberculosis.  It  has  44  beds,  is  equipped  with  X-ray  apparatus 
and  undertakes  treatment  by  artificial  Pneumo-thorax,  and  other 
modern  methods. 

The  site  embraces  abour  20  acres,  and  is  admirably  sheltered 
and  lends  itself  to  the  use  of  shelters  and  recreation.  This  is  used 
entirely  by  the  Corporation  for  Gateshead  residents  only.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  eases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  this  year,  there  being  1,166  cases  notified  as  against 
881  last  year  and  620  in  1932. 

Table  5 shows  in  detail  the  age  periods  and  distribution. 

The  incidence  was  greatest  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year,  the  number  notified  being  447  as  against  239  in  the  second 
quarter,  214  in  the  third  and  266  in  the  fourth  quarter.  729  or 
62-5  of  the  cases  occurred  in  school  children,  the  period  5 — 10 
years  of  age  being,  as  usual,  the  most  heavily  affected  with  529 
cases.  Last  year  there  were  261  cases  in  this  age  period,  almost 
the  same  percentage  (62-7)  of  the  number  notified. 


Throughout  the  year  our  available  hospital  accommodation 
was  over-taxed.  At  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  every 
available  space  in  all  the  pavilions  was  occupied  by  a bed  or  cot. 
So  great  was  the  demand  for  beds  that  they  had  to  be  rigidly 
allocated  to  the  most  needy  cases. 

Needy  because  : — 

(1)  of  lack  of  reasonable  accommodation  at  home,  and 
incident  with  this,  the  presence  of  overcrowding. 

(2)  of  severity  of  the  attack  and  danger  to  life  of  the  individual. 

(3)  of  hindrance  to  business  in  connection  with  food,  clothing, 

etc. 

(4)  of  the  nature  of  employment  of  some  of  the  inmates  of 

the  home,  particularly  those  connected  with  milk, 
perishable  foods,  and  transport  work. 

(5)  of  occurrence  in  other  hospitals  and  public  institutions. 

Control  was  rendered  more  difficult  because  of  the  fact  that 
cases  of  Measles,  Chicken  Pox  and  German  Measles  were  pre- 
valent. We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  the  City  of  Newcastle 
have  taken  very  urgent  cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  at  their 
Walker  Gate  Hospital. 


There  were  796  cases  admitted  to  vSheriff  Hill  Hospital. 

8 patients  died,  in  Hospital  giving  a case  mortality  of  1 -0%.

The  incidence  rate  is  9-4  and  the  death  rate  from  this  disease 
is  -13  per  1,000  of  population. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
notified,  65  against  46  last  year. 

There  were  5 deaths  giving  a case  mortality  rate  of  7-6% 
against  6-5%  last  year  when  there  were  3 deaths. 

The  death  rate  is  -04  per  1,000  of  the  population  against  -02 
per  1,000  last  year. 

There  were  reductions  in  notifications  against  last  year  in 
Pneumonia,  Erysipelas  and  Peurperal  Pyrexia.

Primary  Notifications  received  during  the  year. 

283  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year,  and  65  new  cases  of 
Other  Tubercular  Diseases.  12  cases  of  pulmonary  disease  and 
12  cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease  died  unnotified.  In  addition 
26  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  9 notifications 
of  Other  Tubercular  Diseases  were  cancelled  as  non-tubercular, 
leaving  a nett  total  of  269  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
68  cases  of  Other  Tubercular  Diseases. 

This  gives  nett  incidence  rates  for  the  year  of  2-18  pulmonary 
and  0-55  other  tubercular  diseases  per  1,000  of  population. 

The  total  nett  incidence  rate  of  2*73  per  1,000  of  population 
for  all  forms  of  the  disease  is  the  lowest  on  record. 
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Incidence  rates  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  since  1920

There  were  on  the  Notification  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1,296  cases  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  (all  forms),  accounted  for 
as  follows  : —

Of  the  total  of  348  new  cases  notified,  284  attended  the 
Dispensary  seeking  treatment,  leaving  a difference  of  64  cases 
who  are  either  too  ill  to  benefit  by  treatment  or  did  not  wish  to 
attend  for  treatment.  All  newly  notified  cases,  whether  they 
attend  the  Dispensary  or  not,  are  visited  by  a Health  Visitor 
and  a report  made  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  on  their  home 
conditions. 
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Of  the  total  notifications  received  during  the  year,  50  were 
notified,  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  137  by  private  prac- 
titioners after  consultation  giving  a percentage  of  53-73  cases 
seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  prior  to  notification. 

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS  DURING  1934. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  135  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  1 -097  per 
1,000,  and  37  deaths  from  Other  Tubercular  Diseases,  giving  a 
mortality  rate  of  0-3  per  1,000. 

The  total  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  1-398  per  1,000  of 
population  which  maintains  the  improvement  shown  last  year. 

The  total  deaths  were  172,  an  increase  of  1 (one)  on  the 
previous  year.

There  has  been  a continued  decline  in  the  pulmonary  deaths 
during  the  past  3 years,  but  the  decline  in  non-pulmonary  deaths 
has  had  a set-back,  although  still  showing  an  improvement  on 
all  years  previous  to  1930.

Although  the  improvement  in  the  position  with  regard  to 
Tuberculosis  in  Gateshead  is  slow  there  is,  nevertheless,  a gradual 
reduction  in  both  incidence  and  death  rates  taking  place,  and 
during  the  year  under  review  a new  low  record  incidence  rate 
has  been  established. 

Increased  efforts  in  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the 
disease  among  contacts  by  better  housing,  open  air  schools  for 
children,  and  propaganda,  will  still  further  reduce  the  number 
of  cases  becoming  afflicted  with  this  disease  each  year  in  Gateshead, 
and  bring  us  more  into  line  with  the  position  in  the  rest  of 
England.

82  or  47-67%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  within  1 year  of 
notification  as  compared  with  60*01%  in  1933. 

There  still  continues  to  be  a large  number  of  cases  seen  by 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease. 
The  reason  for  this  is,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  the  fault  of 
the  patient  himself,  in  not  seeking  advice  on  the  reason  of  his 
ill  health  sooner.  Suitable  propaganda  pointing  out  the  symptoms 
and  signs  of  the  disease,  and  the  facilities  offered  for  diagnosis 
and  treatment  would  help  to  reduce  this  unfortunate  position  of 
affairs. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  unreasonable  delay  on  the 
part  of  the  private  practitioners  in  referring  cases  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  indeed  apart  from  definite  cases  sent  there  were  266 
other  cases,  ultimately  found  to  be  non-tuberculous,  referred  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  opinion  by  private  practitioners  in 
the  town,  which  illustrates  the  co-operation  which  exists  between 
the  Dispensary  and  the  doctors. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 

During  the  year  479  new  cases  and  159  contacts  were  examined 
at  the  Dispensary  for  the  first  time,  12  cases  were  inwardly 
transferred  from  other  areas,  and  these  together  with  560  old 
cases  made  4,068  attendances. 
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Of  the  159  contacts  examined,  40  were  found  to  be  definitely 
tuberculous,  and  the  remainder  non-tuberculous. 

Of  the  new  cases  (excluding  contacts)  212  were  found  to  be 
definitely  tuberculous,  6 were  still  undiagnosed  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  the  remainder  were  referred  back  to  their  own  doctors 
as  non-tuberculous. 

During  the  year  124  cases  (64  Pulmonary  and  60  non- 
pulmonary)  were  taken  off  the  Dispensary  Register  as  cured. 

Sputum  Examinations. 

658  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  at  the  Dispensary 
and  Whinney  House  Hospital,  161  of  which  contained  Tubercle 
bacilli  (24-46  _). 

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  specimens  of  sputum  are  examined 
at  the  Dispensary  free  of  charge  for  private  practitioners.  122 
specimens  were  examined  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

Evening  Sessions  at  the  Dispensary. 

Evening  Sessions  were  held  regularly  throughout  the  year 
at  the  Dispensary  for  the  convenience  of  patients  who  are  at 
work  during  the  day. 

Co-operation  with  Private  Practitioner. 

Close  co-operation  between  the  private  practitioner  and  the 
Dispensary  has  continued  during  the  year,  375  cases  being  sent 
up  by  the  doctors  for  opinion. 

Of  these  137  were  subsequently  notified. 

On  December  31st  there  were  343  insured  persons  on  the 
Dispensary  Register  and  80  of  these  were  receiving  Domiciliary 
Treatment  from  their  panel  doctors,  many  of  the  remainder,  not 
requiring  active  treatment  for  the  time  being,  were  able  to 
continue  at  work. 

Work  for  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  under  the  special  arrange- 
ments in  force,  entailed  the  furnishing  of  5 certificates  and  reports 
with  respect  to  Tuberculous  pensioners.

The  Health  Visitors  paid  347  first  visits  and  1,865  revisits, 
a total  of  2,212  visits  to  patients’  homes  during  the  year,  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  made  129  visits  in  special  cases. 

These  visits  of  the  Health  Visitor  play  an  important  part 
in  keeping  in  touch  with  the  patients  and  careful  consideration  is 
given  to  the  weekly  reports  presented  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

21  Sanitary  defects  in  20  premises  were  reported  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department,  and  appropriate  action  was 
taken  in  each  case.  The  main  defects  noted  were  structural  and 
concerned  mostly  with  dampness  of  dwelling  houses. 

Housing  and  Sleeping  Accommodation  of  Notified  Cases. 

268  new  cases  were  investigated  in  which  full  particulars  of 
housing  and  sleeping  accommodation  are  available,  and  only  82 
of  these  were  found  to  occupy  a separate  bedroom  (30-59%). 

28  occupied  a separate  bed  with  others  in  the  room. 

158  cases  occupied  the  same  bed  as  other  persons,  and  of 
these  93  has  one  other  person  in  bed  with  them,  45  had  two  others, 
and  20  had  more  than  two  others. 

Overcrowding  and  opportunity  for  mass  infection  continues 
as  shown  by  the  following  figures  : — 

88  had  two  in  the  bedroom,  43  had  three,  31  had  four,  15  had 
five  and  9 had  six  or  more.

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Artificial  Light  Treatment. 

The  Dispensary  organisation  has  no  clinic  for  Artificial  Tight 
Treatment,  but  when  patients  are  thought  likely  to  gain  benefit 
from  this  form  of  therapy  they  are  referred  to  the  Gateshead 
Children  s Hospital  or  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle, 
where  they  are  given  the  necessary  carefully  supervised  treatment.

This  number  compares  with  701  examinations  made  during 
1933. 

A large  part  of  this  increase  is  the  result  of  the  increased 
use  wdiich  is  being  made  of  Artificial  Pneumothorax  in  the  treat- 
ment of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  which  necessitates  careful 
X-Ray  supervision  during  the  course  of  treatment. 

Tuberculosis  Care-Committee. 

The  Care  Committee  continues  to  render  useful  services  in 
the  care  of  necessitous  patients. 

This  assistance  has  usually  taken  the  form  of  the  granting 
of  clothing  (as  a rule  to  enable  patients  to  be  properly  equipped 
to  go  to  Sanatorium),  the  loan  of  bed  and  bed  clothes  (to  enable 
infectious  cases  to  sleep  by  themselves),  surgical  appliances,  and 
extra  nourishment.

The  scheme  to  assist  the  unemployable  or  necessitous  blind 
by  augmenting  their  income  which  has  been  in  operation  since 
1927  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  grants  made 
for  the  year  under  review  being  as  follows  : — 

In  the  case  of  a single  unemployable  or  necessitous  blind 
person,  the  income  is  made  up  to  20/-  per  week. 

In  the  case  of  two  unemployable  or  necessitous  blind  persons 
in  a household  the  joint  income  is  made  up  to  30/-  per  week. 

On  5th  August,  1931,  the  scheme  was  enlarged  to  incorporate 
the  provision  of  domiciliary  relief  to  dependents  of  blind  persons. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  scheme  “ dependents  ” are  deemed 
to  be  “ the  wife  of  the  registered  blind  person  and  such  of  his 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  as  may  be  resident  with  him 
and  dependent  on  him  for  support.’' 

A Sub-Committee  composed  of  members  of  the  Blind  Persons 
Act  and  the  Public  Assistance  Committees,  and  also  representatives 
of  the  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  meets  periodically 
and  considers  each  case  on  its  merits. 

An  average  of  91  grants  were  made  each  week  and  the  total 
amount  disbursed  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1935,  was 
£2,607  10s.  3d.,  £426  12s.  4d.  of  which  sum  was  paid  in  respect  of 
dependents  of  Blind  Persons. 

The  above  .sum  is  irrespective  of  grants  made  to  Home 
Workers,  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Newcastle  and  Gates- 
head Home  Teaching  Society. 

36  Medical  Certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  persons  who  were  placed  on  the  Register  of  Blind  Persons.

CHILDREN’S  ACT,  1908.

The  School  has  its  own  Medical  Officer,  who  examines  the 
children  periodically. 

When  a child  reaches  the  age  of  5 years  the  medical  record 
card  is  sent  to  the  Health  Department  for  its  transference  to 
the  elementary  school  at  which  the  child  will  attend  as  an  ordinary 
scholar. 

In  this  way  a complete  medical  record  is  established.

MILK. 

Sample  No.  15.  Deficient  in  Milk  Fat  13*3%. 

Sample  No.  23.  Further  sample  taken  as  it  was  delivered  from  the 
farmer  to  the  vendor.  Found  to  be  6*6%  deficient  in 
Milk  Fat.  The  farmer’s  premises  were  in  the  area  of 
the  Durham  County  Council,  and  they  were  notified  of 
the  circumstances  with  details  of  the  samples  taken.

Sample  No.  6.  “ Butter  Milk  Caramels  ” was  certified 

to  contain  SO2  to  the  extent  of  2840  parts  per  million. 
A formal  sample  No.  11  contained  3610  parts  per  million. 
In  view  of  the  very  large  amount,  the  Public  Analyst 
was  consulted,  and  samples  of  a proprietary  preservative 
powder,  and  a solution  made  therefrom  (as  used  by  the 
local  manufacturer  of  the  sweets)  was  submitted.  The 
powder  contained  59-2%  of  SCD  and  the  solution 
20-3%  of  SO2  per  100  c.c.  The  manufacturer  was 
warned  as  to  the  results  of  the  analyses,  and  instructed 
as  to  the  amount  of  the  powder  which  he  was  permitted  to 
use  by  the.

In  the  cases  of  the  Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested)  and  Grade  A

Ashbins  and  Dry  Boxes  are  emptied  once  weekly.  In  certain 
tenemented  property  the  collection  is  carried  out  daily  and  in  one 
or  two  small  areas  it  is  found  necessary  to  give  a twice  weekly 
collection  in  winter  months.  Ashpits  are  emptied  at  intervals 
of  from  2 to  4 weeks.  As  far  as  practicable  all  tenants  are  required 
to  have  a separate  bin  for  their  own  use  and  in  this  way  it  is 
possible  to  hold  them  responsible  not  only  for  the  condition  of 
the  bin  but  also  for  the  class  of  refuse  deposited  therein. 

The  total  number  of  calls  at  all  classes  of  premises  for  refuse 
during  the  year  was  1,757,038  for  ashbins  as  against  1,740,378 
last  year,  and  the  weight  of  refuse  has  averaged  out  at  41  lbs. 
per  bin  as  against  45  J lbs.  per  bin  the  previous  year.  Unfortunately 
the  volume  of  refuse  has  been  considerably  greater  as  it  daily 
becomes  lighter  and  more  bulky  in  character.  In  addition 
there  has  been  1,052  calls  made  to  empty  ashpits  during  the  year. 

The  Tractor  and  Thailer  Units  which  were  adopted  in 
February  and  March,  1927,  and  have  given  excellent  service, 
are  now  nearing  the  completion  of  their  economic  life,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  other  types  of  vehicles  will 
be  exhaustively  tried  to  enable  us  to  secure  the  most  suitable 
type  for  replacement.  We  have  now  got  in  use  5 Karrier  “ Colt  ” 
Collectors  as  against  2 last  year  and  they  give  extremely  useful 
service  in  all  the  most  difficult  areas  for  collection  in  the  town. 
It  has  been  conclusively  proved  wherever  it  is  possible  for  a cart 
and  horse  to  collect,  these  handy  machines  are  capable  of  manoeuvr- 
ing therein.

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The  whole  of  this  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  land  owned  by 
the  Corporation  with  the  exception  of  1,905  tons  which  were 
delivered  to  private  tips  upon  special  request.  The  principal  tips 
are  at  Derwent  Crook,  Wrekenton,  and  the  Teams,  where  the 
Gateshead  A.F.C.  has  been  accommodated  with  an  up-to-date 
league  ground. 

Since  the  commencement  of  this  tip  in  July,  1928,  there 
has  been  deposited  and  levelled  no  less  than  106,317  tons  of 
town’s  refuse,  and  I feel  quite  sure  we  will  yet  be  able  to  accom- 
modate about  50,000  before  the  whole  area  is  completed. 

The  Committee  also  own  Midgeholme  Farm  with  an  area  of 
120  acres  to  be  used  as  a deposit  for  town’s  refuse  in  future  years. 

Street  Cleansing 

There  are  over  108  miles  of  Roads,  Streets,  Fanes  and. 
Passages  within  the  Borough,  and  these  are  cleansed  from  a 
minimum  of  once  weekly  to  a maximum  of  13  times  weekly 
according  to  the  locality,  volume  of  traffic,  etc.,  while  the  main 
shopping  areas  are  swept  not  less  than  four  times  daily.  In 
addition  to  our  ordinary  staff  of  sweepers,  we  employ  a large 
number  of  men  who  are  in  receipt  of  poor  relief,  in  relays  of  3 
days  or  25J  hours  per  week  each  to  a maximum  of  32  weeks  per 
man,  when  he  is  then  again  in  benefit  with  the  Unemployment 
Exchange.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  TO  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

Sir, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  1934. 

General  sanitation,  housing  inspection,  food  inspection,  and 
the  many  other  duties  imposed  byr  the  Public  Health  Acts  and 
Byelaws  received  attention,  and  my  staff  worked  assiduously 
and  efficiently  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

STATEMENT  AND  STATISTICS  OF  WORK  DONE.

SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

As  a result  of  complaints  received,  and  by  routine  inspections 
9,429  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  abatement 
of  nuisances. 
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3,411  defects  were  dealt  with,  and  1,090  informal  notices 
were  served  upon  owners,  agents,  and  tenants  requiring  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  and  repair  of  dwellings,  drains,  sanitary 
conveniences,  etc. 

These  were  followed  up  by  63  letters  of  reminder  and  many 
personal  interviews. 

215  cases  not  attended  to  after  preliminary  notices  were 
reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  72  statutory  notices 
were  served. 

Detailed  information  of  visits,  the  various  nuisances  dealt 
with,  and  work  done,  is  given  on  Tables  1,  2 and  3. 

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

The  following  repairs  and  renewals  were  dealt  with  : — 

29  W.C.  basins,  25  cisterns,  45  flush  pipes,  etc.  were  renewed, 
and  33  additional  W.C.’s  provided.  7 baths,  2 lavatory  basins, 
and  44  taps  and  sinks  installed. 

The  Cleansing  Department  supplied  351  standard  ash-bins, 
41  of  which  were  required  by  notices  served  upon  owners  of  35 
dwelling  houses.  Requisitions  to  supply  16  ashpans  in  default, 
were  sent  to  the  Cleansing  Department,  and  charged  to  the 
owners  of  properties.  191  ashbins  were  supplied  to  Corporation 
houses,  and  13  to  schools. 

DRAINAGE. 

Under  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising 
from  defective  drainage,  the  following  reconstruction  and  repair 
work  was  supervised,  and  141  branch  drains  were  relaid  or  repaired.

The  inspection  of  meat  and  foods  was  most  thoroughly 
and  efficiently  performed  ; 2,086  visits  were  made  during  and 
after  slaughter  for  the  purpose  of  examining  carcases.  The 
Meat  Regulations  as  to  hours  of  slaughtering,  etc.,  were  well 
complied  with. 

There  are  145  butchers’  and  pork  butchers’  .shops,  7 tripe 
shops  and  29  fish  dealers’  shops  in  the  Borough.

The  producer  and  bottlers  have  steam  sterilizing  plants  for 
bottles  and  utensils.  Their  premises  and  apparatus,  with  those 
of  the  pasteurising  firm  have  been  inspected  frequently. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT. 

Work  under  this  heading  was  carried  on  throughout  the 
year  ; 38  complaints  were  received,  and  66  other  cases  found 

by  the  Inspectors,  who  made  297  visits.  The  causes  dealt  with 
included  44  defective  drains  and  45  various  housing  defects, 
broken  floors,  decayed  walls,  paving,  etc. 

The  remedy  of  these  defects  together  with  the  use  of  various 
types  of  poison  baits,  rat  lime,  etc.,  resulted  in  many  premises 
being  cleared. 

The  gradual  clearance  of  the  slum  areas,  and  demolition 
of  old  property  along  the  river  bank  will  remove  a great  deal  of 
harbourage. 

During  National  Rat  Week  in  November,  placards  including 
those  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  were 
displayed  throughout  the  town  offering  the  assistance  of  the 
Department  to  householders  and  others. 

VERMINOUS  DWELLINGS. 

Advice  was  sought  by  60  tenants  complaining  of  bugs  and 
beetles.  Insecticides  were  given,  rooms  sprayed,  and  attention 
directed  to  cleanliness.  391  visits  were  made. 

The  question  of  disinfestation  by  fumigation  with  cyanide 
gas  was  carefully  considered,  especially  in  the  case  of  removals 
from  Slum  Clearance  properties  to  new  houses  ; it  was  decided 
to  deal  with  the  first  80  removals  early  in  1935,  and  a contract 
was  made  with  a firm  specialising  in  the  work.

14  observations  were  taken  of  chimneys  and  advice  given  as 
to  the  means  of  reducing  the  nuisance  arising  therefrom.  Attention 
was  directed  to  methods  of  stoking,  class  of  fuel,  etc.,  with  good 
results.

ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

With  the  exception  of  one  small  outbreak  of  Swine  Fever  in 
December  the  Borough  was  free  from  the  Contagious  diseases 
scheduled  by  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

LIVE  STOCK  AUCTION  MARTS.

attended  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  licences  for  movement  of 
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cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  and  for  purposes  of  general  supervision 
in  accordance  with  the  various  Orders  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

IRISH  ANIMALS  ORDER. 

201  licences  were  received  from  the  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry 
at  the  various  Irish  animals  landing  places  and  these  were  checked 
against  the  arrival  of  6,706  cattle.  After  sales,  438  licences  were 
issued  for  removal  to  farms,  and  copies  were  sent  to  the  Local 
Authorities  of  the  areas  to  which  cattle  were  consigned,  to  enable 
movement  and  detention  to  be  controlled. 


SHEEP  (MOVEMENT)  ORDERS. 

Under  the  Sheep  (Movement  into  Scotland  and  Northumber- 
land) Order  of  1933,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1933, 
the  following  licences  were  granted  : — 

598  licences  for  22,586  sheep  to  slaughterhouses. 

78  ,,  " 3,246  sheep  to  markets  (Newcastle). 


676  25,832 


Under  the  Sheep  Scab  Orders  42  licences  were  received  for 
the  movement  of  273  sheep  to  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough. 

TRANSIT  OF  ANIMALS  ORDER. 

Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  road  vehicles  used  for  the 
conveyance  of  animals  to  and  from  markets  received  attention 
at  the  washing  dock  provided  by  the  proprietors  of  the  market 
at  Redheugh  Bridge  Road,  and  2,583  vehicles  were  dealt  with. 

SWINE  FEVER. 

Four  suspected  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were  reported  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  One  case  involving  10 
pigs  was  confirmed  and  2 pigs  were  slaughtered.  The  premises 
were  still  under  restrictions  (Form  A)  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Four  other  premises  were  placed  under  restrictions  of 
movement  (Form  B),  but  no  cases  of  illness  occurred. 


SWINE  (MOVEMENT)  ORDERS. 

Under  the  Swine  (Regulation  of  Movement)  Orders  licences 
for  the  movement  of  3,658  pigs  were  issued  and  received  and 
checked  in  the  course  of  slaughterhouse  and  piggery  inspection 
as  follows  : — 

Into  the  Borough 

7 licences  for  48  store  pigs  to  piggeries. 

385  licences  for  2032  fat  pigs  to  slaughterhouses. 

Out  of  the  Borough, 

15  licences  for  86  store  pigs. 

252  licences  for  995  fat  pigs  to  slaughterhouses. 

92  licences  for  497  fat  pigs  to  markets. 

The  District  Inspectors  made  125  visits  to  piggeries  including 
those  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  registers  of  movement, 
and  under  the  Boiling  of  Food  Stuffs  and  the  Packing  Materials 
Orders. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

Monthly  visits  were  made  to  the  17  cowbyres  in  the  Borough 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Order,  and  examinations  were  made  of 
2,983  cows.  Four  cows  suspected  to  be  diseased  were  slaughtered, 
and  found  to  be  affected. 

The  milk  of  six  cows  was  tested  for  Tuberculosis  with  negative 
results.
